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THE  FIRST  WHITEBREAD  IN  AMERICA. 


p^ENRY  WEISBROD,  was  the  sou  of  Ulrich  Weisbrod,  and 
fJiSl^'  his  wife,  Agnes,  whose  maiden  name  was  Hibuer.  He 
^iJ  was  born  on  the  twelfth  day  of  November,  A.  I).,  1762, 
i  in  the  town  of  Frankenberg,  in  the  Upper  District  or 
Province  of  Marbnrg,  Hesse-Cassel.  At  that  time  a  Princi- 
pality, but  now  a  Province  of  the  German  Empire. 

His  parents  were  members  of  the  Evangelical  German 
Reformed  Church,  and  as  was  their  custom  Henry  was  baptized 
when  he  was  about  two  weeks  old.  John  Henry  Hardung  and 
his  wife  becoming  sponsors.  In  his  fifteenth  year  he  was 
catechised,  confirmed  and  admitted  to  full  memljership  in  the 
church,  and  continued  in  that  relation  to  the  time  of  his  death. 

His  early  life  was  neither  one  of  opulence  or  luxury.  His 
father  being  the  owner  of  a  small  farm,  and  in  moderate  cir- 
cumstances, he  was  at  an  early  age  taught  to  work  and  share  in 
the  responsibility  of  the  home  life,  and  care  of  the  family.  Thus 
early  in  life  he  learned  the  important  lessons  of  industry,  fru- 
gality and  economy,  and  withal  the  value  of  money — essential 
points  in  the  make-up  of  the  typical  German. 

The  laws  of  his  native  land  required  every  able  bodied 
male  to  become  a  soldier,  and  in  that  capacity  serve  the  state 
for  a  certain  number  of  years.  These  soldiers  were  often  hired 
out  by  the  Prince,  to  fight  in  the  service  of  foreign  princes.  A 
practice  by  which  the  finances  of  the  state  were  considerably 
augmented,  at  the  expense  of  the  welfare  and  morality  of  the 
people.  Friedrick  H  persevered  in  this  course,  and  kept  up  a 
splendid  court  on  the  proceeds  of  the  pay  amounting  to  three 
million  pounds  sterling,  which   the    British   Government   gave 
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hiui  for  the  services  of  tlic  22,000  Hessians  who  fuuj^liL  a_L;-iinst 
the  Americans  in  the  war  of  independence. 

In  order  to  escape  snch  military  service,  lie  dccidcil  to  come 
to  America.  He  took  vi)\  aj^e  in  an  old  fashioned  sailinor  vessel, 
and  after  a  tedious  voyai^e  of  thirteen  weeks,  landed  at  IMiila- 
delphia  on  the  sixth  day  of  An<;nst,  A.  ]).,  i7<S4,  a  slran^^er  in 
a  strange  land.  Having  no  education,  save  in  his  mother 
tongue,  he  found  it  difficult  in  his  .search  for  work,  to  make  his 
desires  known  ;  but  by  persevering  effort,  finally  was  rewarded, 
and  hired  to  a  small  ''truck  farmer,"  in  the  suburbs  of  Phila- 
delphia, with  whom  he  remained  for  .several  years  ;  by  which 
time,  applying  the  early  les.sons  learned  in  his  old  home  across 
the  sea,  he  had  accumulated  a  small  .sum  of  money,  which  he 
decided  to  invest  in  a  small  farm  of  his  own.  He  purchased  of 
a  Philadelphia  lawyer,  a  small  farm,  and  engaged  in  truck  farm- 
ing on  his  own  account. 

On  the  8th  day  of  April,  1790,  he  was  married  to  Mary 
Danenheimer,  and  started  not  only  as  the  head  of  the  family, 
but  of  his  business  also.  During  this  marriage,  eight  children, 
five  sous  and  three  daughters,  were  born  to  them.  P\>ur  .sous, 
viz  :  John,  Daniel,  Bernard  and  Henry,  and  one  daughter,  Mary, 
were  still  living,  when  in  October,  1805,  his  wife  died.  He 
remained  a  widower  until  January,  1807.  It  was  during  this 
time,  while  he  was  a  widower,  that  a  very  interesting  circum- 
stance occurred.     I  will  relate  it  as  I   remember  often  heariuu 

o 

my  father  relate  it.  When  he  purchased  the  little  farm  from 
the  lawyer  referred  to  above,  with  whom  he  had  beconie  quite 
well  acquainted,  and  who  seems  to  have  been  a  typical  Yankee, 
and  believed,  it  seems,  in  Americanizing  every  thing  possible, 
not  excepting  even  proper  names,  and  who  had  become  accu.s- 
tomed  to  call  grandfather  Whitebread  instead  of  Weisbrod,  and 
in  drawing  up  the  deed  for  the  farm,  had  written  the  name 
Whitebread  in  the  deed.  This,  however,  was  not  noticed  at  the 
time,  and  the  deed  was  so  recorded.  Now,  liowe\  er,  in  his 
loneliness,  with  his  children  growing  up,  he  realized  that  his 
farm  was  too  small,  and  learning  that  land  was  much  cheaper 
up  the  Susquehanna  River,  he  concluded  to  sell  his  little  farm 
in  order  to  buy  a  larger  one  with  the  proceeds  of  the  sale.     He 
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f<)\nid  IK)  (lifTiciilty  in  riiuliu.!^  a  ]MnvlKi.-er,  aiul  made  a  (k-cd, 
sionin^^  it.  as  was  his  cnsluni,  l)v  his  old  name.  When,  however, 
his  pnrchaser  filed  his  dee<l  for  reeord,  the  change  of  name  was 
discovered.  Upon  this  discovery  beino  made,  orandfather  at 
once  went  to  the  lawyer  lo  have  the  error  corrected,  hnl  was 
told  that  it  was  now  too  late,  the  deed  havinj;  been  several  years 
on  record-,  and  he  was  advised  to  make  a  new  tieed  and  sij^n  it 
Wliitebread,  which  was  simply  the  English  renderinj^r  of  it,  and 
hencefortli  to  write  it  in  that  way.  Believing  this  to  i)e  the 
easiest  way  ont  of  the  diflienlty,  the  lawyer's  advice  ^^■as  adopted 
and  from  this  time  on  the  family  name,  although  a  German 
one,  has  been  written  in  the  luiglish  form. 

He  married  as  his  second  wife,  Catherine  I.esher,  Jannary 
ijtli,  1807,  and  during  the  same  3ear  purchased  a  tract  of  land 
about  ninety  miles  up  the  Susquehanna  River,  in  what  was 
then  Nescop;ck,  but  has  for  many  years  been  Hollenback 
Township,  Lu/crne  County,  IV-nnsylvauia,  ne:u-  what  is  now 
riobbie  post-office.  He  at  once  began  improvements  by  build- 
ing a  house,  cleaning  ground  and  nu)ving  his  familv.  In  one 
of  the  many  histories  of  Luzerne  County,  il  is  siaud  that  he 
came  from  Holmesburg,  on  the  Pennypack  Creek,  al^uut  eight 
miles  below  Philadelphia.  That  he  .set  out  an  urchard  on  his 
new  farm  in  1808,  and  brought  the  trees  from  his  old  lioiue. 

With  no  market  nearer  than  Ivistou,  eighty   miles,  except 
a  trading  po.st,  about  twenty  miles  up  the  vSns(\uehanna  River, 
conducted  by  two  gentlemen  by  the  names  of  Wilkes  and  Bane, 
wdiere  the  beatifnl  and  prosperous  city  of  Wilkes   llano  is  now 
located.      It  became  apparent  that  nearly  every  thing  n^'nifd  on 
the  farm,  must  be  raised  or  produced  on  the  farm.      Wheal  being 
about  the  only  salable  product,  was  carted   lo   Ivistou,  and  ex- 
changed, at   the  price  of  three  shillings  (thirty-seven  and  one- 
half  cents)  per  bushel,   for  salt,   sugar  and  such    otlur   things 
necessary  for  the  family  and  farm,  but  which   could   not  be  pro- 
duced at    home.      Flax   w^is   considered    a    very    important   and 
necessary  crop..    The  pulling,  retting,  breaking,  swinging  and 
hetchelling,  being  all  done   by  hand.     The   hnest  and   longest 
fibers  being  selected  and  kept  .sepeiatc  for  thread.     Not  every 
woman  could  spin  thread,  though  all  weie  taught  to  spin,  but 
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to  spin  a  fine  and  e\-en  thread  was  considered  an  accomplish- 
ment. The  rest  of  the  llax  was  spnn  into  >arn,  Wi)\Ln  into 
cloth,  which  after  heinj^  bleached  on  the  j^rass  in  the  snn,  was 
made  into  sheets,  pillow-cases,  table  cloths,  shirts,  \alances  and 
whatever  else  was  needed  in  that  line.  Tiie  tow  or  cf)ar.ser  part 
bein*^-  spun  into  coarser  yarn  and  wo\-en  into  cloth,  which,  with- 
ont  bleaching-,  was  nsetl  for  bed-ticks,  bolsters,  towels  and  pants 
for  snmmer  wear.  This  yarn  was  also  nsed  for  ropes  for  clothes- 
lines, bed-cords  and  even  plow-lines. 

The  sheep,  of  which  every  thrifty  farmer  had  a  flock,  pro- 
duced the  wool  for  the  clothes  for  winter  wear,  for  V)oth  the 
men  and  women,  A  flock  of  geese,  also,  was  indispensable  on 
every  well  regulated  farm,  and  required  to  be  ]>icked  every  so 
often,  to  keep  up  the  necessary  supply  of  feather-beds,  pillr)ws, 
etc.  Feather-beds  then  were  regarded  as  a  necessity  rather  than 
a  luxury.  Thus  it  will  be  seen,  that,  with  the  flax  to  supply 
the  cloth  for  summer  wear,  the  sheep  for  the  winter  supply,  and 
the  geese  for  the  bedding  as  well  as  food,  }iiosi  of  theii  needs 
were  supplied,  and  with  the  small  wheat  crop,  the  others  could 
be  supplied  by  exchange.  The  writer  can  recall  the  time,  when 
but  a  little  boy,  when  everything  he  wore,  b  >th  summer  and 
winter,  was  produced  on  the  farm,  except  the  buttons. 

Here,  in  their  new  home,  eight  children  were  Ijorn.  ( )nc 
daughter  died  in  childhood,  the  others  all  grew  to  man  and 
womanhood,  and  all  but  one,  Philij),  married  and  raised  families. 
Grandfather  lived  on  this  .same  farm  until  the  time  of  his  death, 
on  the  28th  day  of  October,  1S28.  He  was  nearly  sixty-si.\ 
years  of  age  and  was  buried  in  the  (lerman  Reformed  Cemeter\- 
within  sight  of  his  old  home. 

He  was  always  faithful  to  the  church  of  his  early  choice, 
and  a  very  strict  observer  of  the  Sabbath,  a  good  citizen  and  at 
peace  with  his  neighbors.  Industrious  and  economical,  and 
careful  and  judicious  in  his  investments.  Though  he  was 
raised  and  always  worked  on  a  farm,  he  was  very  handy  with 
tools,  and  could  make  almost  anything  needed.  He  made  all 
their  furniture,  which,  beyond  question,  was  not  as  elaborate  or 
luxurious  as  is  now  required,  but  supplied  their  needs.     The 
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shoes  for  the  family  were  also  niade  and   repaired   b\'   him,  and 
lie  did  his  own  carjienter  work. 

Of  his  children,  six,  \\/.  :  John,  Daniel,  liernard,  Frederick, 
Samnel  and  William,  married  antl  seilled  in  the  same  neiu^hbor- 
hood,  near  the  old  home.  John,  the  oldest,  li\-in^  on  the  home- 
stead. Of  these,  John  at  the  age  of  se\enty-six  Ncars,  Daniel 
at  the  age  of  sixty-six,  Bernard  at  the  age  of  eighty,  hhederick 
at  the  age  of  eighty-fonr,  and  Samnel  at  the  age  of  se\enty 
years,  died  and  were  bnried  in  the  same  cemetery  with  iheir 
father.  William,  in  1871,  moved  to  Kansas,  and  titled  near 
Ottawa,  in  Franklin  County,  where  at  the  age  of  eight^-t\vo 
years  he  died  and  was  bnried  in  Greenwood  Cemeter)'. 

Mary  married  Adam  Breidinger,  and  settled  in  Newport 
Township,  Luzerne  County,  near  Wilkes-Barre,  whereat  the  age 
of  fifty-eight  she  died  and  was  buried. 

Henry  also  settled  in  the  vicinity  of  Wilkes-Barre,  where 
he  married,  but  later  moved  to  White-Haven,  in  ilie  same 
county  ;  wdiere  at  the  age  of  seventy-eight  years  he  died  and 
was  buried. 

Caroline  married  James  Norton,  and  settled  in  Wilkes- 
Barre,  where  at  the  age  of  sixty-.seven  years,  she  died  and  was 
buried  in  the  same  city. 

Catharine  married  Jacob  Kerschner,  and  seilled  near 
Tamaqua,  in  Schuylkill  County,  but  later  moved  to  Plymouth, 
in  Luzerne  County;  where  at  the  age  of  sixU-five  years,  she 
died, 

Jacob  first  .settled  at  Lowrytown,  in  Carbon  County,  be- 
tween White-Haven  and  Weatherly.  In  1H55  he  came  with 
his  family  to  Dixon,  Lee  County,  Illinois.  In  1S69,  he  went 
to  Glasco,  Cloud  County,  Kansas,  and  finally  settled  in  Corning, 
Iowa,  where  at  the  age  of  eighty-five  years  he  died  and  was 
buried. 

While  neither  Grandfather  nor  any  of  his  children  became 
rich  nor  famous,  neither  did  any  rise  to  eminence  or  distinc- 
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tioii,  two  thing's  have  been  ck-eply  iiiiprcsscd  upon  iiU'  niiiui, 
while  conversing  with  old  people  who  knew  Grandfather  and 
his  children.  That  they  Nvere  always  reg-arded  as  truthfnl  in 
their  conversation,  and  honest  in  their  dealings.  Traits  which 
we,  their  descendents,  may  do  well  to  copy.

Two   tliinj^.s   I 

can  remember   as   perfect  delights  of  my   cliiltihood.     One,  to 

sit  and  listen  to  m\'  mother  reading  (iermnn   poetry  ;   the  other, 

to  listen  to  tlie  descriptions  by  my   father  of  his  childhood  and 

earlv  life.      Very  \i\idly  can   I    remend>er   .some    of    the    things 

and  circnmstances  he  descril)ed   to  me   before    I    was    ten    \  ears 

old.      I  loved,   above  all,  to  hear  him   tell    about   grandfallier's 

voyage  across  the   sea,  as   he    had    heard   /i/s   fatiier   describe  it, 

thongh  I  could  then  form  no  idea  of  what  the  sea  or  a  ship  was 

like.      In  the  short  and    imperfect  sketch   of   grandfather's  life 

\on  will  hud  much,  that  I  had  treasured  in  my   memory,  of  my 

father's  coi?ver.sations    in    my    childhood.      The   thirteen   weeks 

voyage,  in  a  sailing  vessel,  .sonietin»es  l\ing  for  days  in  a  i)crfect 

calm,  depending  upon   the  wind  entirely   for  propelling  power, 

made  a  deep  and    lasting    impression    upon    my    muid.      At   the 

present  time  the  .same  voyage  is  made   })y  an  ocean   .steamer   in 

live  or  six  days. 

I  hope  in  the  possession  and  perusal  of  this  svork  you  ma\' 

realize  a  tithe  of  the  pleasure  that   its  ])reparati()u    has  afforded 

nie.       As    the    work    progressed,  it    became    fascinating.       The 

families  having  become  so  scattered,  that  some  had    been   lost 

sight  of.      Brothers  and  .sisters  had    not   heard   of   or   seen    each 

other  for  years,  knew  nt)thing  of  each   other's   whereal)outs,    or 

even  whether  they  were    lixing   or   dead  ;  and    sometimes  after 

following  a  clew,  it  woidd  abruptly  be  lost  and    a   new  one  of 

necessity  would  have  to  be  found.     .Some  were  careU  ss  about 

answering  inquiries,  some   were   indifferent  and   gave   the  infor-

Illation  carelessly,  nnd  theref*)re  imperfectly,  and  some  positively 
refused  to  reply  to  my  inquiries;  and  the  inlormatiou  had  to  he 
obtained  in  some  other  and  less  direct  way  ;  and  in  a  few  ciiscs 
is  yet  imperfect,  as  you  will  ol)ser\e.  While  others,  and  I  am 
j^lad  to  say  the  <^reat  majorit)'  were  entliirsiaslie,  \er\  kiiul  and 
helpful,  and  j^reatly  cnconrai^^ed  uw. 

The  work  is  now  yours,  for  your  pleasure  or  \our  criticism, 
but  I  hope  it  will  be  a  source  of  pleasure,  pride  and  ij^ratitication 
to  you. 

To  those  who  are  inclined  to  criticise,  let  me  say — sit  down 
quietly  with  some  sensible  peis  )n,  yourself,  for  iii^iai.c.  ,  if  uw 
other  is  near,  and  in  a  candid  wa)-  talk  the  matter  c)\  er.  Con- 
sider the  magnitude  of  the  undertakint;,  the  diiricullies  that 
had  to  be  overcome,  and  the  obstacles  that  had  t>)  be  sur- 
mounted before  final  victory  was  achieved,  and  ///(-/i  decide  how 
much  better  the  work  would  be  had  yi)u  done  it  )ourseIf.  That 
it  contains  errors  is  possible,  that  it  is  in  some  inslances  incom- 
plete, I  am  aware. 

More  than  twenty  years  ago,  when  my  health  first  began 
to  fail,  I  conceived  the  desire  to  put  some  of  the  rLCollections  of 
my  childhood  in  a  more  tangible  form.  It  was  then  i  coneeivcd 
the  idea  of  some  kind  of  family  record  or  hi.story,  but  could 
not  decide  upon  anything  definite.  I  \\rote  to  (jermany  fcjr 
information  in  regard  to  (irandfathers  family,  farther  back  into 
the  past,  than  the  record  in  his  old  Bible  contained,  and  (offered 
to  send  the  necessary  fee  for  a  thorough  search  as  far  back  as 
possible.  I  was  told  in  rei)l)',  that  during  a  war  between  (ler- 
many  and  France,  about  1806,  the  town  in  wdiich  (irandfather 
had  lived,  had  been  burned  h)y  the  enemy,  an<l  all  ci\il  and 
church  records  had  perished.  It  was  owXy  about  two  years  ago 
that  I  decided  with  what  data  I  had  on  hand,  to  go  on  with  the 
work,  gather  the  rest,  and  |)ublish  the  book  in  its  present  form. 
How  well  I  have  succeeded,  1  leave  for  you  to  judge.  If  any 
errors  or  omissions  occur  in  your  record,  will  you  not  kindly 
notify  me  at  once,  that  I  may  correct  them  for  possible  future 
use. 

Many  sent  me  double  names,  and   may  be  disappointed  at 
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sccin<4  ouh'  one.  I  was  oMiL^x-d  Id  usl-  Imt  oiic,  or  \-crv  larj^el)' 
iiiLixasL*  the  size  of  llu  liook,  and  necessarily  add  to  llie  cost. 
Unless  otherwise  inslnu'ti.d  I  nsrcl  the  first  name. 

In  order  to  ^ct  as  nineh  as  [xtssible  into  a  small  si>ace,  the 
history  is  <^i\'en  in  a  tahidatrd  r  ilher  tlian  a  narrative  l\)rni,  and 
will  be  easily  nnderstood  alter  a  lilllc  study.  \)y  referring  to 
the  t^enealo<^y  the  nnnd)er  ol  an)-  particular  one  may  be  ob- 
tained, after  which  it  will  readily  be  found  in  the  history. 
Where  any  of  this  information  is  lackin^^,  I  would  be  ver\' 
grateful  to  any  one  who  will  supply  it.  It  was  not  on>itted 
throug;h  any  lack  of  effort  upon  my  part  to  obtain  it. 

When  any  one's  name  is  not  W'hitebread,  it  may  readilv 
be  obtained  by  traciuo-  the  marriages  l)ack  to  the  liist  W  liite- 
bread. 

Where  a  name  appears  in  brackets,  it  is  the  name  of  the 
husband  of  the  one  under  whose  name  it  ap[)ears,  thu.s — Walter 
(774)  was  the  son  of  William,  who  was  the  .son  of  Sarah  White- 
bread,  who  married  Peter  J.  I  Jest,  therefore  he  is  Waher  iJcsl. 

I  cannot  close  without  sayin;^  a  word  upon  the  subject  of 
National  descent.  In  studsiui^-  American  history,  we  i^et  the 
impression  that  the  Ilesdaus  were  a  servile,  nou-resistiu!.;,  xieUk 
iu^-  people,  who  would  blindly  obev  any  law  or  couimand  with- 
out question  ;  and  we  look  upon  them  with  disdain  for  the  part 
they  had  in  our  war  for  indei)endence  ;  and  I  confess  it  has 
sometimes  been  a  source  of  uiortiheation,  that  I  was  a  deeendcnt 
of  the  Hessians,  whom  I  re,L,^arded  as  iucapal)le  of  api>reeialiu_i; 
liberty  or  independence.  I  am  olad  to  .say  that  after  carefnll\- 
studying  their  history,  ha!)its  and  customs,  and  the  motives 
which  actuated  them,  my  feel iui^s  towards  them  ha\e  uutlert^one 
a  threat  chanj^e. 

When  we  consider  the  fact  that  their  soldiers  were  ////yv/ 
out  by  their  King  to  fight  in  the  service  of  foreign  rulers,  we 
must  admit  that  they  were  loyal  to  their  soverign,  and  oljedient 
to  his  law  and  command.  They  knew  nothing  about  lihoty  i^r 
indcpciidc}icc\  and  whatever  the  citizoi  might  do,  the  soldier's 
first  duty  was  to  ohi\y  aiders,  and  the  hasty  conclusion  that  they 
were  a  non-resisting,  }'ielding  people,  led  me  to  in\estigate  theii 
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loyalty  and  patriotism  (lui!uL,r  our  laic  Civil  War.  I  Ihul  hy 
these  records,  that  between  the  )ears  i<S6r  and  18O5,  Ihere  were 
twenty-five  males  of  (irandfalher's  descendents,  between  I  he  ai^^es 
of  eij^^hteen  and  forty-five  years.  Some  w  ere  not  ei^hlcvn  when 
the  war  commenced,  bnl  ])eeame  so  durint;  the  war,  and  ilie 
same  is  trne  of  the  fortN-hve  \ear  limit — bnt  I  connted  both, 
and  presuming  they  were  all  able  bodied  and  subject  to  the 
draft.  IJy  these  same  records  I  iind  tliere  were  thirteen  of 
Grandfather's  descendents  in  the  army.  This  gives  ns  a  per 
cent,  of  fifty-two  of  those  liable  for  military  dnt}'.
